means for switching to a second display mode upon receiving a selection from a 
Imk displayed at the display, the lecond display mode being different than the first 
display mode, such that when the jU is selected, the means for switching to a second 
display mode includes means for switching at least one of the size and position of at least

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26. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium having computer- 
exccQUdrio instructions for performing a method in a device having a graphical user 
interface and a display capable of delaying video signals and chat communications in 
frames on the display in any of a plurality of selectable display modes, each of the 
display modes defining the relative positions and sizes of the display frames, wherein the 
method comprises: 

receiving a video signal at th£ device; 

sending from the device to a/server chat relating to the video signal; 
receiving from the server b J the device chat relating to the video signal; and 
displaying the video signa^and the one or more chat communications in a first 
display mode, such that the vidio signal is displayed in a first frame that has a 
corresponding size and position in the display, and such that the one or more chat 
communications are displayed J a second frame that has a corresponding size end 
position on the display; and 

displaying with the videof signal and the one or more chat communications a link 
to a second display mode that is different than (he first display mode, such that when the 
link » selected, at least one of oL sizc and position of at least one of the first and second 
frames changes , while still dL |, vm g_both_jh^^ and the rhgL ^^ 
corresponding frames .

33. (previously presented) A /computer-readable medium as recited in claim 26 
wherein a markup language document presents the first display mode, the computer-readable 
medium further comprising computcrVexccutable instruction for rendering the document to 
display the video and the chat in accordance with the first display mode. 
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
